AMENDMENT UNDER 37 C.F.R. § 1.111 PATENT APPLICATION

REMARKS 

Applicant requests entry of the amendment and reconsideration based on the 
accompanying remarks. Claims 1-3, 5, and 42-43 are currently pending in this 
application. Claims 4, 6-41 and 44-46 are cancelled. No new matter has been added. 

A. INFORMALITIES 

The Examiner has objected to the disclosure because of a number of informalities. 
Specifically, two occurrences of "http://" and underlining resulting in active imbedded 
hyperlinks on page 23. The amendment to the specification deletes the occurrences of 
"http://", the underlining, and imbedded hyperlinks thereby correcting the informalities 
noted by the Examiner. 

B. 35 ILS.C. §112, FIRST PARAGRAPH 

The Examiner has rejected claims 1-3, 5, 6, 12-14 and 42-46 because Applicant is 
not in compliance with Deposit rule 37 C.F.R. § 1.809(d) and for failing to provide an 
acceptable statement of corroboration under MPEP 2406.02 

Applicant has amended the 37 C.F.R. §1. 809(d) statement on page 56 of the 
specification to include the patent deposit designation number PTA-6133 and the date the 
biological material was deposited with ATCC in Manassas, Virginia. Applicant also 
provides a statement of corroboration under MPEP 2406.02 wherein the Assignee of the 
invention attests that the biological material deposited with the ATCC on July 30, 2004 is 
identical to the biological material identified in the application as originally filed as the 
hybridoma designated "KKO". A copy of the 37 C.F.R. 3.73(b) (PTO/SB96) statement 
by the Assignee, filed on March 23, 2004, is provided for the Examiner's convenience. 
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Applicant respectfully submits that the amendment to the specification and the 
statement of corroboration place the application in condition for allowance. 
C. CONCLUSION 

For the above reasons, Applicant respectfully submits that the application is in 
condition for allowance with claims 1-3, 5, and 42-43. If there remain any issues that 
may be disposed of via a telephonic interview, the Examiner is kindly invited to contact 
the undersigned at the number given below.
